School Superintendent Robert 
Schley will be leaving his post at 
the school to become the 
superintendent of LaSallc-Peru 
Township High School, District 
120. Schley had been 
superintendent at ACHS for two 
years and is originally from Iowa. 

"I am excited about the new 
position, " said Schley. "It is a 
fine school and I will be able to 
fit in." 

Schley's reign In Antioch has 
been a stormy one. Voters failed 
to approve numerous referenda 
and the school is currently facing 
a $2 million deficit in the 
education fund. 



"There are many difficult 
problems that arc not yet solved 
here," said Schley. "But I think 
we have made some good 
progress here." 

Schley, at LaSalle-Peru, will 
be replacing the retiring Dr. 
Robert Pomije. The school has a 
student body of 1,300. It is a 
single-school district with a 
vocational center. 

Antioch Community High 
School Board of Education has 
not yet decided what course of 
action to take to replace Schley. 
"An interim superintendent may 
be the only course of action wc 
can take," said board member 
Phil Delany.

Pilot Randy Clark, of 
Adventures Aloft, kept the stu- 
dents absolutely spellbound as 
he told them about piloting a bal- 
loon. He first explained the 
importance of weather to a bal- 
loonist 

"To be a good and safe pilot, 
you have to keep up to date with 
the most current weather 
reports," explained Clark. "There 
is an 000 number that gives a per- 
sonal weather briefing. " 

Clark explained how the bal- 
loon is steered, how it is brought 
down to earth, and, of course',

told the children about the vari- 
ous parts of the balloon. 

The balloon actually has three 
parts, the balloon or envelope, 
the basket, and the fuel system. 
"I use propane," Clark told the 
children. "The fuel goes into the 
colls, and it is superheated and 
expands" 

Clark then turned on the 
burner, which was louder than 
the children expected. "I think 
we could cook a few hot dogs on 
that," he quipped. 

The balloon is filled with the 
heated air, which makes it rise, he 
told the children. "Air is a lot 
lighter when It is heated up, like a 
bubble. And, it just goes up," said 
Clark. 

To steer the balloon, Clark 
told the students that the direc- 
tion it travels is dependent on the 
winds. He had the young people 
release "pi-balls", which were 



black, helium-filled balloons in 
order to determine wind direc- 
tion. All of the balloons went 
straight up at this point, however, 
by the time the balloon was to go 
up, the wind had picked up con- 
siderably. 

After the lecture part of the 
assembly, students were permit- 
ted to ask questions. One child 
asked the cost of the balloons 
while another wanted to know 
what is the most dangerous part 
of ballooning. "Power lines arc 
the biggest danger," said Clark. 

Students then assisted Clark 
and his co-pilot get the balloon in 
the air. After Ifcing forced to 
move the balloon several times 
because of the wind shifts, it was 
finally inflated, and up it went. 
Superintendent Matt Tabar, as 
well as some of the other teachers 
went up while the balloon was 
tethered.

"The mother went in to put 
some groceries away and looked 
back and could not see her baby. 
She found him floating on the 



water," McGrath said. 

Witt said he became familiar 
with CPR when his family had to 
learn to take care of a niece. * 

McGrath said the call went out 
for divers, but it was quickly 
determined they were not need- 
ed. 

"He was your typical 2-ycar- 
old child," McGrath said of the 
baby. 

McGrath confirmed the baby 
cried as CPR began to be success- 
ful.

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Cat survives shooting

On the morning of May 5, 
Molli, a 3-ycar-old black domes- 
tic cat returned home with a 
bloody mouth. When her owners 
brought the cat to the Antioch 
Animal.' Hospital, they later 
learned that Molli had been shot 
the through the jaw. 

According to the police report 
an x-ray of the animal Indicated 
that the bullet entered the mouth 
on the left side, with no exit 
wound. It struck the left side of 
' the jaw, causing the jaw to shatter 
into approximately 20 pieces with 
the bullet fragments lodging In 
the bone. 

"Wc discovered lead shards 
from a bullet in the jaw area and 
down the neck," said Dr. Mike 
Passarclla. "The jaw was shat- 
tered." 

While it is not known who 
shot the cat, it is believed that the

cat ventured Into someone's 
yard. According to the veterinar- 
ian, the cat had gotten out of the 
house. 

"It happens," said Passarclla. 
"The people wonder, Is it a wild- 
cat? Is it carrying rabies? 

"I don't think it is right," he 
said. Passarclla went on to point 
out that residents should not be 
overly concerned about rabies. 
"Wc do hot have a rabies out- 
break." . • 

Molli, amazingly enough, sur- 
vived the shooting. Dr. Passarclla 
was able to remove some of the 
shards of bone and give her a 
semblance of a jaw. However, 
Molli will be forced to eat on one 
side. "Wc are hand feeding her 
right now," he said. . 

In the meantime, Molli is still 
at the Antioch Animal Hospital. 
According to Passarella, she will 
remain there for several more 
days to recover.

"Wouldn't it impact the 
school's ability to provide a cur- 
riculum," asked board member 
Phil Dclany. Delany's concern is 
that a smaller school would be 
less able to offer classes that had 
lower enrollments or were spe- 
cialized. 

"Research supports that a 
medium-sized school of BOO to 
1,400 students is best," said 
Henncberry. "You would have a 
diversity of curriculum." 
Henncberry also told the board 
that there has been research to 
support the notion that ACT 
scores actually improve in a mid- 
size school: "Wc would be creat- 
ing three medium schools," said 
Henncberry,' referring to Antioch 
Community High - School, 
Grayslake High School, and the 
proposed Lake Villa High School. 

Board member Rosemary 
•Lipps voiced concerns about the 
financial picture of schools. 
, "Wouldn't we be creating anoth- 
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cr poor district," asked Lipps. 

"We'd be right in the middle," 
said Hcnnebcrry. "And, Lake 
Villa and Lindenhurst have been 
willing to pass a referendum. We 
would be on par with Lake Zurich 
for cost per student." 

Hcnnebcrry told the board 
that the unit district would follow 
township lines. "We want com- 
munity," she said. "We want a 
community school." 

In order to accomplish this, 
the new district would have to 
build a high school. Board mem- 
ber Joanne Osmond, another 
supporter of the unit district told 
the board that another grade 
school would also be needed. 

A forum will be held for 
administrators and teachers on 
June 3. A panel of experts includ- 
ing representatives from the state 
will be on hand to answer ques- 
tions about the proposed plan.

This year the board has been 
faced with a number of difficult 
decisions. Besides searching for 
a new superintendent, the board 
has voted to contract out services 
for bus transportation and is 
investigating various custodial 
contracting firms in an effort to 
cut costs without diminishing 
educational services. 

"We have been faced with 
some very difficult decisions," 
said Dahl. "But, we continue to 
make progress." 

In a statement to the press, 
the school board accepted the 
resignation of Dr. Schley. "In the 
past two years, the Board has 
addressed and made significant 
progress in a number of areas, 
including programming, person- 
nel, curriculum development, 
and cost reduction. We appreci- 
ate Dr. Schley's efforts in helping 
us deal with difficult issues, and 
wish him much success in his 
new position, 

"As we begin our search for a 
new superintendent, we will 
strive to find a candidate who will 
assist the board in continuing its 
efforts to meet the mission state- 
ment as developed for the dis- 
trict," the statement concluded.

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Domestic violence a priority in 
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MARY FOLEY

With the opening of the 
domestic violence court last 
month and a bill which was 
passed by the House, Judiciary 
committee last week, Lake 
County is clamping down on 
domestic violence. While some 
crime is down in Lake County this 
year, domestic violence is way 
up. 

' "There has been a huge influx 
of domestic violence. So much 
so, we will be starting Domestic 
Violence Court on April 4," Judge 
Raymond McKoski had told the 
Antioch Rotary Club last month. 
McKoski told the group about 



the new procedure for obtaining 
a restraining order In situations 
where one family member is 
abusing another. According to 
McKoski, if abuse exists, a 
restraining order can be obtained 
free and without the need to con- 
sult a lawyer. Because of this pro- 
cedure, the courts arc being kept 
busy with these cases. 

"We get 1,900 of these a year," 
said McKoski. "Which is 7 1/2 a 
day. In these cases, one family 
member is abusing another. We 
usually give it (a restraining 
order) to them. There is usually a 
good reason." 

However, McKoski attributes 
the increase in domestic violence 



cases to a greater awareness by 
the public. "People arc going to 
court now," he said. ■

When obtaining a restraining 
order, the person restrained must 
move from the house for 15 days. 
Also, property assets cannot be 
sold. The new domestic violence 
court is open Monday through 



Friday and is intended to handle 
all domestic violence issues. 

Dovetailing their work with 
the new court, A Safe Place, an 
agency for the protection of 
abused people, has plans to set 
up A Safe Room. The Safe Room 
will be located at the new domes- 
tic violence court and volunteers 
arc available to provide assis- 
tance to those In need. 

A Safe Place opened its doors 
in 1980. During the first year it 
served 98 individuals. Last year, 
1,500, including 144 men, were 
served by the program. Besides 
offering shelter for victims of 
domestic violence, the center 
sponsors programs including a 




program for abusive men, and 
counseling /or victims. 

On the legal front, a bill spon- 
sored by State Representative 
Andrea Moore (R-Dist. 61), has 
also been introduced to the 
House, strengthening current 
domestic violence legislation. 

"The bill is straightforward 
and simple," said Moore. "It 
would simply add spouse arid 
child abusers to the existing list of 
people ineligible to buy a gun. 
The prohibition would apply to 
anyone convicted of a crime 
Involving domestic violence as 
well as anyone restrained by a 
court order because of abusive

Lots of weeds Infesting the lawn 
every year. Disease moving through a 
■fairly recently sodded lawn. Lawns lhat 
just never seem to grow well. Problems 
.such as- these share a common trait—

.according to Bruce Spangenberg, 
Extension Horticulture Educator with the 
Univ. of Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service Center. In Grayslake. 
—For, example, sol) compaction Is 





a major reason for lawn troubles In the 
Lake County area. Compacted soils will 
drain poorly, contain little air for roots, 
and will severely retard root growth. 
Compacted soils also help In the devel- 
opment of thatch. 

Thatch In lawns Is a layer of living 
and dead organic matter that occurs 
between the green matter and the soil 
surface. Much of this layer Is turfgrass 
stems and roots. Thatch accumulates 
as these plant parts buildup faster than 
they breakdown. Spangenberg finds 
thatch to be a very common occur- 
rence on problem lawns. 
Despite popular belief, clippings 
dropped on the lawn after 
mowing are not the 
cause of thatch buildup. 
Soil factors are often the 
cause of thatch. Any 
condition which

Q. What Is our growing zona? 

A. Many books list our growing zone. 
Lake County, as Zone 5. However, re- 
cent publications have begun to list our 
area as Zone 4. This Is based on extreme 
cold temperatures plants can with- 
stand before they begin to decline, 
then die. It's Important to know the par- 
ticular plant's . hardiness before your 
purchase It. 



Q. What typo of soil should I look for 
In the plant? 

A. It's Important to Inspect the earth- 
en ball or pot to make sure the soil Is the 
same as your garden's soils. Soil com: 
patlWIIty Is a plus for the survivability of a 
plant. Try to avoid plants that are very 
sandy or have a red colored clay. This 
generally Indicates plants from out-of- 
state or out of oUr growing zone and 
may cause problems.

Caring for lawns in shade areas 



Thin, weak, poor-looking grass 
seems to be a common complaint 
from Lake County homeowners when 
lawns exist under the shade of. trees. 
Maintaining a quality stand of grass 
under the shade of trees Is difficult, and 
In some situations nearly Impossible, 
according to the Cooperative 
Extension Service Center In Grayslake. 

Lawns In the shade of trees com- 
pete with the trees for sunlight, water, 
and nutrients. Usually the tree wins but 
following are some' ways to help the 
lawn. Start by choosing a shade toler- 
ant grass mixture. Red fescue or other 
fine fescues are the primary lawn, 
species In these mixtures. Next, prune 
vegetation to allow the maximum 
amount of light to reach the soil sur- 
face. 

Once established, care of a lawn In 
a shady area Is different than grasses 
grown In the full sun. Mow as high as 



possible, and fertilize less In the shade, 
as too much nitrogen can be detrimen- 
tal to shade lawn species. About one to .. 
two pounds of actual nitrogen per 
1,000 square feet per season Is all that Is 
needed. When watering shade lawns, 
do so as Infrequently as possible, and 
water deeply. 

If lawn grasses have failed, the next 
step Is to try a shade tolerant ground- 
cover, such as ajuga, pachysandra, eu- 
onymus, and periwinkle, among others. 
If It's too dark for these, then the next 
step Is to apply a mulch, such as 
chipped or shredded bark, possibly in 
combination with ferns or woodland 
flowers. 

Don't expect a picture-perfect, vig- 
orous lawn In the shade. Lawn grasses 
In the shade will Just maintain them- 
selves and cannot tolerate kids playing 
football, lots of backyard events, or 
other types of stress.

A. Yes, however, be very careful not 
to disturb the earthen ball or you may 
end up with a bare-root plant that will 
require staking and some T.L.C. Studies 
have shown If the wife baskets remain 
on the plant, roots can girdle around 
the wire. Many nurseries use wire bas- 
kets as an easier means to transport the 



plants and usually will remove the wire 
baskets before planting. We recom- 
mend shrubs over six feet tall and trees 
over two Inches In. diameter to be 
professionally planted, as much plan-

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Peatmoss secret is out: Great gardens begin at root level 



The secret to beautiful gardens Is at 
root level— In the soil. So don't covet 
your neighbor's fabulous flowers, stun- 
ning shrubs, venerable vegetables and 
luscious lawns; build the foundation

. Plant roots require soil that Is loamy, 
neutral, .with the capacity for good 
drainage and full of organic material. 
Chances are that the plot of earth 
that's your property doesn't possess all 
these characteristics.

Scoop 
up a handful of dirt and study Its tex- 
ture. If It's thick and lumpy and clings 
together In a ball, It's heavy clay. Plant 
roots have a hard time penetrating 
clay, and they will starve due to lack of 
air and water. 

Luckily, one soil amendment will 
take over where Mother Nature, or the 
developers, left off. Canadian 
Sphagnum Peat Moss Improves the tex- 
ture and performance of all soils, both 
good and bad.

stimulates cell development, fruiting 
and disease resistance, and potassium 
or potash (K), which helps plants form 
starches and sugars as well as resist dis- 
ease and drought. Fertilizers are 
labeled with three-number formulas, 
such as 5-10-10 or 10-10-10, referring to 
the percentage of N-P-K within the mix.

num peat moss Is found in cold, wet cli- 
mates north of the 45th parallel.

Hope Guv notices

Illinois will be a prime testing ground of a tax revolt 
that is breaking out in statehouses around the nation. 

A major party candidate, State Sen. Dawn Clark 
Netsch as Democratic nominee, will be running on a 
platform this fall containing an income tax increase 
that flies in the face of the trend toward Republican gov- 
ernors pushing through tax cuts. 

If the Netsch gamble of advocating a tax hike as proof 
of her political courage proves to be a dud, Gov. Jim 
Edgar is on a cake walk to reelection. Only time will tell. 
The facts are that Republicans are on a roll with a tax- 
cutting binge in a number of states. 

In New Jersey, newly, elected Gov. Christine Todd 
Whitman is the anti-thesis of straight-shooter Netsch, 
who parlayed her accuracy (TV style) with a pool cue to 
the nomination by running over two notable oppo- 
nents. Gov. Whitman promised to cut state income 
taxes up to 30 percent over three years. Other states 
where GOP governors are pushing through tax cuts 
include Arizona, Massachusetts, South Carolina, 
California, Mississippi and Michigan, where Gov. John 
Weld had Democratic help wiping out property taxes 
for school funding. 

The intriguing thing about the GOP successes is that 
tax reductions are being linked with social policy as in 
the case of welfare reform, education funding and eco- 
nomic stimulus programs. Critics are accusing the tax 
cutters of passing the buck to local and county and local 
governments, but the political appeal is undeniable. 

Whitman is coupling tax cutting with spending 
reductions like down-sizing government and privatiz- 
ing. Netsch seems to be too imbued with her campaign 
strategies to pay attention to what's going on elsewhere 
in the nation, but we hope GOP advances in other states 
haven't gone unnoticed by Gov. Edgar. Guv, 'you've,

In October, 1993; several major Illinois environ- 
mental organizations requested a meeting with 
Gov. Edgar, his staff, the ICC and the Illinois Dept. 
of Nuclear Safety to discuss a number of serious 
safety and economic concerns held about the Zion 
reactors. 

Neither Gov. Edgar, nor any of his staff or state 



agencies have acknowledged the concerns raised, or 
consented to a meeting to discuss them. Since then, 
the people of Illinois have endured yet another 
scries of nuclear near misses. 

Dave Hills, resident NRC inspector at the LaSallc 
nuclear plant, made this statement about ComEd's 
problem reactors at LaSallc; "It's like you're tempt- 
ing fate. Mow many times do you have to go through 
it before you get the big one?" The question is perti- 
nent to Zion. At stake in the answer are seven mil- 
lion lives within a 50 mile radius of Zion, andfthc 
drinking water supply for 16 million people. 

The real danger to the public seems to be not 
only the demonstrated deterioration of Illinois' 13 
nuclear reactors, but ComEd's carefree, PR-sound- 
bite reassurances; the NRC's unwillingness to regu- 
late a continuously inept ComEd; and the unwill- 
ingness of Gov. Edgar and other appointed state 
officials to protect the people of Illinois from 
nuclear hazards, or discuss such concerns even 
when approached in a rational manner through 
proper channels.

At 
the same time, though, you need to 
take certain precautions to protect 
yourself from them when they're not In 
use. 

If 'Chemical products, (whether 
they're pool or spa products or any 
household products), are not handled 
properly^ ihey can be hazardous. 

The cardinal rule when dealing with 
any. pool. or spa product Is to first read 
the label carefully and follow the direc- 
tions exactly. 

Here are some guidelines for han- 
dling and storing your pool chemical 
products properly: 

i 

> Products should never be mixed, 
except as Instructed, since chemical 
reactions could lead to a possible fire or 
explosion. 

•Be sure that no contaminants get 
Into spilled pool chemicals. This includes 
contaminants such as household 
cleaners, detergents, bleaches, paints, 
oils, greases, waxes, solvents ammonia, 
fertilizers, gasoline or kerosene. 

•Add chemicals to water. Never 
add water to chemicals. 

•Open chemicals In a well-ventilat- 
ed area. 

•Don't allow chemicals to come in 
contact with your face or eyes. Do not 
breathe any chemical fumes. 



•Always use a separate, clean 
scoop when measuring chemicals. 
Don't Interchange scoops or use a wet 
scoop, 

•Calcium hypochlorite should never 
be put directly Into skimmers or auto- 
matic chlorlnators. 

•Make sure chemical containers are 
kept tightly closed and In a secure area 
away from children's reach. 

•Never smoke around pool and spa 
chemicals. Sanltlzers/oxldtzers can be 
Ignited by a lighted cigarette or match. 

•Always use the dosage specified 
on Ihe label by the manufacturer. 

•All products should be stored In a 
cool, dry, well-ventilated area, 

No matter how very careful we are 
with pool and spa products, sometimes 
spills will happen. When this happens, 
make sure you act quickly to minimize 
any potential problems, Here are a few 
specific pointers: 

•Move people, especially children, 
away from the spill. Make sure the area 
Is well-ventilated. 

• Use protective wear to clean up 
the spill-safety glasses, rubber gloves, 
etc., and use only clean, dry brooms, 
shovels, scoops and containers. 

•Make sure you keep spilled materi- 
al separate from • other chemicals. 
Never return spilled material to the orig- 
inal container. 

•Never use a vacuum cleaner to' 
pick up spilled material. 



•Don't put spilled material Into regu- 
lar trash cans or dumpsters. 

•Small amounts of clean, spilled 
material may be put Into your pool. 
'However, perform a water test after- 
ward to make sure the water Is In bal- 
ance. 

•Use extreme caution when clean- 
ing up any spilled sanltlzer/oxldlzer that 
may have come Into contact with 



Incompatible chemicals. Using the 
same precautions listed above, isolate 
the spilled material In a clean, dry con- 
tainer away from other stored chemi- 
cals outside the home or storage shed. 
If you see any evidence of a fire, evac- 
uate the area and call the fire depart- 
ment Immediately.— Submitted by 
Dependable Swimming Pool Service, 
Inc., Grayslake.

Trie cost to build your own patio or 
deck can be much less when doing the 
work yourself and barely disrupt the 
household during construction. 

Following are a few suggestions. 
Compare., the options in deciding 
between one of these projects: 

•Outdoor rooms need to be about 

the same size as the largest Indoor 

rooms. Measure your patio furniture 

..and add enough room for pulling out 

. chairs and walking around. 

•Decks have a soft look and are 
more In accordance with a wooden 
house or a rustic setting. They do not 
reflect unwanted heat and light. 

•Patios have a more permanent 
look and feel. And their reflected heat 
feels great In the spring. Because of the 
wide, variety of paving materials avail- 
able; patios can complement any style 
of house and landscape. They do 
require level ground, though. 

•The greatest advantage of decks Is 
that, because they do not require level 
land, they can make a terrible terrain 



lovely and useful. Decks also. can be 
build over old, cracked concrete with- 
out the expense or work of tearing It 
out. A good combination Is a deck at 
the floor level of Ihe house, with steps 
leading down to a patio In the garden. 

•Either project will be enjoyed for 
weeks longer on both sides of summer If 
you build around a Are pit. Some fire pits 
can double as low tables' In hot weather. 

•Renters or those who want an 
Instant outdoor room while forming their 
landscaping plans should consider 
building a portable deck. These units 
can be built in a day, moved from sun 
to shade with the season, and stored 
away for the winter. Later, they can be 
placed permanently. 

•The wood of decks blends well with 
hot tubs, while the solid surface of a 
patio works better around most swim- 
ming pools, though there can be 
exceptions. Because of Its formality, , a 
patio best fits most ornamental pools or 
fountains. Decks easily - expand to 
Include sandboxes and play structures.

When Bill and Greg Grams stored their first classic cars, it wasn't in 
the weather-sealed immaculate structure of today. 

Their first auto museum was an old barn with a dirt floor in a place 
the Gram's parent's bought in 1962 in a then unincorporated little vil- 
lage way out in the sticks called— Volo. 

That's where Bill put his 1929 Packard and Greg his Ford Model "T" 
and that's when the two began joining different car clubs. 

Bill explained that what came from it simply is "a hobby turned into 
a business,"— and a most successful one at that. 

Formerly from Fox Lake, Bill is now one of the trustees of Volo and 
is in.charge of store sales on the 20-acrc Old Volo Village site. Greg runs ^ 
thetcurrehr3^hrcc ; massive ; building^ 

antique, foreign and muscle cars — many previously owned by royalty 
and celebrities. The Volo Auto Museum is known as the "World's 
Largest of its Kind." 

Throughout the years, the owners have acquired a number of 
unique and rare automobiles that arc in mint and excellent condition. 
Many of the cars arc also consignment-based sale vehicles that are dis- 
played in the buildings open for public viewing daily from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m., Friday night until 8 p.m. Admission is $3.25 for adults and $1.50 
. for children. 

Among some of the highly polished vehicles currently being fea- 
tured is a 1971 Rolls Roycc convertible owned by Burt Reynolds and • 
then actor Patrick Swazcc. 

A truly one-of-a-kind model is a 1970 NART (National Automotive 
Racing Team) with a price tag of $1 million. The first and last of its type 
was built by Cadillac as their answer to the sports car, and holds the ser- 
ial number "001." The car initially cost millions to build. 

Another is Lyndon B. Johnson's custom Lincoln limousine, he used 
when he took over as President right after J.F.K. was shot; and 1940 
Ford formerly driven by actor/ comedian Richard Pryor. 

Elvis Presley's Lincoln Limousine once made its home at the Volo 
museum and likewise did a few of Howard Hughes cars. 

A1925 Picadilly Roadster driven by Hughes when he was a young 
man was sold at the museum, and a specially-built "germ free car" 
Hughes owned, after he became disease conscious, was sold and cur- 
rently sits in a Reno, Nevada casino on display. The 1950 Cluysler cost 

$15,000 back then, 
and was designed 
with a special con- 
traption in the trunk 
that filtered the air 
throughout the vehi- 
cle. 

Celebrities such 
as the drummer 
from ZZ Top, Frank 
Beard, met Greg at a 
car auction in Texas 
and decided to 
come north to sec 
his shop. Beard 
ended up purchas- 
ing a 1970 GTO Judge convertible. 

Ah interpreter came along with several Japanese businesses a few 
weeks ago, who bought a Model T Ford which was then shipped over- 
seas. 

Greg explained that here the men paid $12,000 for the Ford, but in 
Japan it will probably be worth $20,000. 

Bill coined his favorite phrase which he stakes claim to, and which 
is apparent of the wide variety of cars the auto museum gets in each 
week. "We arc a rolling stock museum," said Bill simply. 

Bill and his brother along with staff are currently gearing up for their

Vacation photography 
tips for the amateur

If you're into things like f-stops, focal lengths, shutter speeds etc., this 
article is not for you. If, however, you prefer the "one button does all" 
type of camera and most of your picture taking Is done on vacation, you 
may find the following tips helpful. 

Let's start by pulling out the vacation pictures from last year's trip to 
Disney World. Now put the ones you find really interesting in one pile 
and the boring ones in another. 

I'll bet the interesting shots Include things like the look of joy {or fear) 
on little Bobby's face the first time he saw that six foot tall Mouse. Or 
maybe It's the shot of Dawn staring up in wonder at Cinderella's Castle. 

Included in the boring stack are probably the view from the hotel 
window or various general shots of the park. 

So, what's the difference between the pictures we like and those which 
we can't even remember why we took?

Some minor technical advice. IVe found film speed of ASA 200 to be a 
good choice for most vacation photos. It can also make several passes 
through airport security machines with no damage. 

One accessory you might want to purchase is a polarized filter. Among 
other things, it will allow you to take pictures through windows without

Showing your home 

It's easy to be an expert on your own prop- 
erty when you know it so well. It's difficult to 
accept that a stranger can walk through your 
home on a quick inspection and think they can 
appreciate all the hundreds of hours of hard 
work and care you know Is in the home. So how 
can you trust that person to understand your 
perceived value? 
Unfortunately, the job you arc trying to do so well often works 
against you. There arc several common mistakes most sellers make 
when offering their home for sale. Mere are a few things to help you and 
your agent to demonstrate the property effectively. 

1) Don't follow your prospects around! Pointing out upgrades can 
distract them and make your "would be" buyer uncomfortable. If you 
have done several repairs, upgrades and improvements that arc not 
readily noticeable, prepare a list of special features about your home to 
inform the buyer even after they have left the property. 

2) Provide information about monthly costs for average utilities. 
This can be important for those transferring from different climates , 
and having a concern for a different monthly expenditure. 

3) Have photos of your property in the alternate seasons. If your 
property enjoys mature landscaping, a stunning oak shimmering in fall 
colors can really cinch a decision to consider a purchase. . 

4) Turn on every light bulb in the house! This is not a time to be con- 
serving electricity. Dark rooms are not usually inviting and generally 
convey a heavy down feeling. Dc sure window coverings are open, win- 
dows arc clean and lots of lights everywhere. 

5) Keep the pets outside or with you. Be sure you and the rest of the 
family stays out of the way while your property is being previewed. The 
buyers don't want to feel they are imposing and will need to relax while 
looking around: 

6) Provide some background music, to set a mood and avoid the 
sterile quietness while your buyers arc inspecting your home. The 
music will provide a buffer should the buyer want to make a comment 
while enjoying the home. 

Agents try to leave the home as they found it, with respect to leaving 
lights on or doors unlocked. It is a good idea to leave a note for the 
agent giving instructions so you as the seller arc in control. Remember, 
it takes a team to sell a home. Be sure you arc helping and not hurting 
the sale of your home!

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Managing cost 
of health care 

Americans spent a lot on 
health care last year and will be 
spending even more this year, 
and so on, into* the future. No 
matter what kind of health care 
reform is enacted, , rising health 
care spending is an immutable 
fact. 

The baby boomers arc begin- 
ning to gray, and with that aging 
process will come a greater use of 
the health care system. There Is 
nothing that can be done to change 
this. Utilization of health care will 
be increasing as the nation's demo- 
graphics change and as the country 
moves toward universal health 
insurance coverage. 

The best health care reform 
can hope to achieve is slowing 
the rate of spending growth. 
That's still a worthy goal, albeit a 
challenging one. The U.S. 
Department of Commerce says 
Americans will spend more than 
$1 trillion on health care during 
this year. In other words, one dol- 
lar in every seven spent in the 
United States this year, will pay 
for health care services and prod- 
ucts. No other country in the 
world devotes as big a chunk of 
its economy to health care. 

Comparing health care spend- 
ing across national borders, how- 
ever, is a tricky matter. For exam- 
ple, the amount of violence and 
drug use in the U.S. far outpaces 
many other countries. It's a sig- 
nificant public health problem 
costing billions of dollars every 
year. Health care reform won't 
solve that 

There is general agreement, 
however, that there arc parts of 
the health care system where ris- 
ing costs can be reined in. Things 
like malpractice reform and 
paperwork reduction will save 
money and need to be pursued. 
The fact remains, however, that 
major savings in health care 
spending will require much 
more. 

One approach that has 
received a great deal of attention 
is the increased use of managed 
care, like health maintenance 
organizations (HMOs). In the last 
few years, managed care has 
become more popular as busi- 
nesses searched for ways to get a 
better handle on their own soar

ing health care costs. A managed 
care industry trade organization, 
the Group Health Association of 
America, said 45 million people 
were enrolled in HMOs in 1993. 
That's an increase of 3.6 million 
from the year before. 

Attracting more people away 
from traditional fec-for-service 
insurance plans appears to be 
paying off. While the cost of tradi- 
tional health insurance is rising at 
about eight percent, HMOs have 
held their average rate increases 
under five percent. Many compa- 
nies that have promoted the use 
of managed care plans among 
employees usage arc reporting no 
increases in health care cost and 
some have even reported 
declines. 

Xerox Corporation is one com- 
pany that Is sold on managed 
care. Its average cost increase for 
all employees enrolled in HMOs 
was 5.3 percent last year, while 
costs for traditional coverage 



soared 16,8 percent. 

There arc still many 
Americans, however, who are 
reluctant to join HMOs for fear 
that the quality of care they 
receive will diminish. "The fact is, 
there arc some bad managed care 
plans out there," said Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield Senior Vice 
President Ted Desch. "But if 
along with greater use of man- 
aged care, there arc also require- 
ments for standardized, verifiable 
data oh the quality of service, 
outcomes and costs, then people 
will be able to make informed 
choices . and competition will 
force plans to shape up or lose 
out." 

Increased - use of managed 
care is a major cost control mech- 
anism In many of the health care 
reform proposals now before 
Congress.

It's up to you to provide a positive 
explanation, either In response to a 
question or on your own Initiative. 

The following Is a list of "negatives" 
which can be turned Into positives. 
Job Hopping 

Employer: It seems that you have 
problems holding onto a Job. Mr. X. Why 
do you change Jobs so often? 

Possible Solution: Mr. Employer, It's 
true that I have held a lot of jobs. I tried 
a variety of things and learned what I 
like to do and what I can do well. I 
assure you that If you give me the 



chance to work for your company, you 
will have a stable, dependable 
employee. It's time that I settled down." 

Notice that you can agree you were a 
Job-hopper, but then turn It around to 
your advantage. Abo, you can be reas- 
suring that you will stay with this employer. 
Firing 

Employer: "Why were you fired from 
your last job, Mr. X?" 

Possible Solution: *To be honest, I was 
at fault. I was unhappy with the Job, 
didn't take an Interest In It, missed a lot 
of time. I realize I was wrong and would 
never be that unfair to my employer 
again. I've learned from my mistake." 

Possible Solution: "To be honest. It 
was a different situation. I'm sure my 
employer had sincere and good rea- 
sons for firing me. He felt that I was out 
sick too often and perhaps he was 
right. However, before last winter, I have 
always had a good attendance record 



and I'm confident that this will not be a 
problem In the future." 

Note that you can Just admit to 
being fired. Own up to the reasons and 
reassure the employer that It won't 
happen again. Often, people get 
defensive about being fired, but It's 
better to admit you may have been at 
fault. 
Older Worker 

Employer: (This might be a hidden 
agenda Item which the employer will 
not bring up In an Interview. It's a good 
Idea to Introduce the topic yourself.) 

Possible Solution: "There Is something 
I'd like to discuss with you, Mr. Employer. 



Things to know before you apply 
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The first step In preparing for your Job 
Interview should be researching the 
company. This should be completed 
prior to applying since one never knows 
when the interview will take place. 

Know the answers In advance to the 
following questions should help you pre- 
pare pertinent questions to ask the 
prospective employers. It also will show 
the employer that you are Informed 
about and Interested In the company. 
Key research questions: 

What does the company do? How. 
old Is the company? What Industries 
does It serve? What product/services 
does it provide? How large Is the com- 
pany? Does the company have a 
good reputation? Why is this job open? 
What is the policy for advancement? 

The answers to these questions 
should help you formulate a clearer 
idea of what your future might be with 
this particular company. It should also 
help you to answer the critical question 
of "Why do you want to work here?" 



Sources of Information 

Local Chamber of Commerce: The 
Chamber will have Information con- 
cerning most companies and business- 
es in the area. 

Library: The librarian can help with 
resources for Information on company 
background, such as manufacturing 
directories or sources on Fortune 500 
companies. 

Call The. Company: Another source, 
of information Is to call the company 
and ask for printed Information, If avail- 
able. You can also talk to someone 
about the history and background of 
the company. 

Talk to Someone Who Has Worked at 
the Company: Talk to someone who 
works at the company. That, person 
may be able to provide some valuable 
background Information. Be cautious In 
talking to some people. They may give 
you misinformation. Be • sure your 
sources are reliable.

Technology biggest 
change in classroom 



For longtime teacher Bob Parker, 
the changes In his classrooms have 
been dynamic. 

"One of the biggest things Is 
changes In equipment and trying to 
keep up as much as possible," Parker, 
Data Processing Instructor since 1977 
remarked. 

Parker noted that when the Lake 
County Vocational Center began 17- 
years ago, his department, the com- 
puter lab, was the only one In the entire 
school with a machine. 

Since jobs have changed to Incor- 
porate the use of computers In nearly 
every facet, the school stayed with 
their sensitivity of the needs of students 
and began acquiring more software. 

Now all of the 20 departments at 
■the vocational center have at least 
one computer. 

The programs offered Include a vast 
array of job training In fields such as 
food service, cosmetology, health care 
and medical assisting, child care, hortt-. 
culture, small engine repair, welding, 
data processing, administration/office 
technologies, CAD (computer aided 
drafting), auto body, auto mechanics, 
machine shop, electronics, graphic 
arts, heating and alr-condltloning, 
media productloa and building trades. 

The building trades course offered Is 
an exceptional program. In which 
young carpenters become polished 
tradesmen and women In the field of 
building homes and other structures. 

Currently the students are partici- 
pating In an effort to actually build 
homes, beautiful $250,000 homes near 



the center In the Meadows subdivision 
on Washington St, and Rte. 45. 

Serving around 1.000 high school 
Juniors and seniors, the vocational cen- 
ter teaches trades that can be of good 
use when the students are ready for 
employment. 

According to Unda Helton, senior 
administrator of the center, the school 
has been so successful and welt-liked 
that eight of the teachers have worked 
at 1he center since It's Introduction into 
the town of Grayslake. 

That's Just one of the unique things 
about the center, said Helton. 

. The vocational center Is located 
adjacent to the College of Lake 
County, quite accessible to the young 
students Just a year or two away from 
attending It. 

Often the school administration wHI 
make visits to high schools where they 
Inform the students of their center and 
the benefits of having job skHls. ■ 

Sometimes though, the students will 
tour the facilities of the center on site. 

Currently all Lake County schools 
are participating entitles in the trade 
center, with the exception of the village 
of EJarrington. 

About changes the center has 
come to, Helton said, ."The whole focus 
has changed to not Just getting a Job. 
but getting a two-year degree."

In existence since 1982, the Private number of Ihe jobs out .there now 
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employment skills. 

Founded after the federal Job 
Training Act was enforced, Ihe combi- 
nation cMI service and personnel ser- 
vices help Lake County dwellers find 
training and employment In many cat- 
egories. 

"We work with all segments of the 
population," said Marketing Outreach 
consultant Robin Brannen. 

• The council's motto "Productivity 
through Job Training* Is a direct state- 
ment which reflects Its accomplish- 
ments for many county residents who 
find work as a result of the business. 

The program offers on the job train- 
ing and" federal grants fund up to 50 
percent of wages to pre-screened 
employees. 

Training time can vary. According 
to Chris Stevens, 18-year employee and 
executive director for the Private 
Industry Council, some people' can train 
a week, while others depending on the 
type of job they are out for, can train for 
several years. 

The council has agreements with 
the Department of Public Aid, and 
other organizations who notify Individu- 
als of services offered In Job training. 

Services are paid through tax dollars 
by the Department of Labor, explained 
Stevens. 

"We are not In business to necessar- 
ily push people to get degrees but to 
push people to get skills," said Stevens.

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The four most, commonly used 
resume styles are described below. 

CHRONOLOGICAL-thls style (the 
most common and traditional) Incorpo- 
rates a listing of the Job seeker's work 
history starting with the most current 
position and working back In time. Each 
Job Is described In terms of a title, dates 
of employment, employer's name, and 
a description of the duties and accom- 
plishments. No mention of a specific Job 
objective Is recommended with this 
style. 

This resume style ls : recommended If 
you have a solid work history with no 
gaps In time. If the Job you want Is 
directly related to your work history, or If 
you have worked for a well known 
company and you want to use the. 
company's name to bolster your pro- 
fessional Image and reputation. 

FUNCTIONAL— this more contempo- 
rary style Incorporates a listing of the Job 
seeker's major areas of knowledge or 
accomplishments— usually arranged In 
priority from the most developed skills to 
the least developed skills. (Note: You 
may also arrange your skills In any order 
to best support whatever position you 
are seeking.) Job, titles, names of 
employers, dates of employment, and 
a description of duties are usually left 
out when this style Is used. Like the 
Chronological style above, no mention 
of a specific Job objective Is recom- 
mended with this style. 

This resume- style Is recommended If 
you are making a career change and 
are attempting to secure a position 
very different from your past work histo- 
ry. This style Is also useful If you are seek- 
ing your first Job (you have no work his- 



tory), or when you are re-entering the 
Job market (and you have gaps of time 
When you did hot work). 

TARGETED— this style incorporates 
Information found In both of the styles 
listed above— Information about your 
work history and major areas of skills 
and knowledge. The main difference 
with a targeted resume Is that you DO 
mention the title of the position you are 
seeking, and then list those skills and 
accomplishments you have had and 
relevant work experience which are 
related to your Job objective. In short, 
the whole resume Is geared or focused 
at one specific Job (target). 

This resume style Is recommended 
when you are confident In your job 
objective and have . related knowl- 
edge, skills and experience to support 
your objective. 

" ALTERNATIVE— his style (In the form of 
a business letter) requires that you fist 
research the company(les) you would 
like to work for to learn what they're 
business objectives are and what they 
need In terms of talent, and then pre- 
pare a letter describing how you (with 
that same talent) can be of help to 
them. 

While this style requires more work 
(I.e. Ihe research) than Ihe other styles. 
It can offer certain Individuals with limi- 
tations (i.e. those people with work 
gaps, no work experience, etc.) an 
opportunity to be seen as talented and 
valuable. This style has also been used 
very successfully by Individuals who 
could use one of the three styles listed 
above, but who wanted to demon- 
strate a uniqueness and willingness to 
focus In on the employer's needs.

Finally, don't mention salary, 
bonus or perquisites

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Job hunting: Turning failure into successful employment

more than frustration, anger, humilia- 
tion, rejection, and personal defeat. In 
working with thousands of Job seekers, 
most Individuals wilt place Job hunting 
close to the top of their list of things they 
fear most In life, Just after death, serious 
Illness or Injury, financial ruin, and 
divorce. It Is not surprising then to find 
that the suicide rate among the unem- 
ployed Is higher than among the 
employed group. 

There Is no question that the process 
of finding employment, for many peo- 
ple, Is a difficult task Incumbent with a 
high rate of personal pain and failure. 
Knowing this, countless numbers of 
employment placement agencies" 
have sprung up across the nation to 
supposedly relieve people of this bur- 
den. 

Are you then doomed to face thb 
terrible situation alone? Is the task of 
hunting for employment one which you 
should simply understand and accept Is 
filled with pain and suffering? Is Job 
hunting one of life's bitter moments? 

No, not if approached Intelligently 
from- an Informed perspective. 
Specifically, not If you acquire and use 
effective Job seeking strategies and 
skills. 

The process Is akin to watching two 
Individuals who each speak a different 
language trying to talk to each other. 
Their Intentions may be good, but 
because of their Inability to understand 
each other, the outcome is predlcable. 
Many people simply do not understand 
the needs of employers and therefore, 
fail to communicate the very Informa-. 
tlon which employers require When 
selecting employees. 

The process of seeking employment 
Is a task, a task which can be learned 



time to learn how to successfully seek 
employment. 

The bottom line then Is simple— If you 
are willing to learn several effective Job 
seeking strategies and skills, you can 
decrease your pain and failure and 
Increase your success. 

It Is surprising how many people use 
the same old fallure-rldden strategy for 
seeking employment. Once the deci- 
sion has been made that a Job Is need- 
ed, most people wilt prepare a resume 
and cover letter (which Is their way of 
announcing to the world that they are 
available) and then start looking for 
any Individual or company where they 
can forward this Information. 
. This process, often referred to as the 
"shot gun" approach, requires that you 
send out dozens. If not several hundred, 
letters and resumes. 

Now you would think that after send- 
ing out hundreds of letters and resumes, 
and after making countless numbers of 
phone calls, that you would be offered 
several positions. Well, the truth of the 
matter is Just the opposite. I'm no longer 
surprised to hear from people who fol- 
lowed this strategy that they received 
maybe one or two responses and even 
these were not exactly what they want- 
ed. 

After completing such a seemingly 
thorough Job of seeking employment 
and after getting such a poor response, 
the conclusion that most people draw 
from this experience Is "there are no 
Jobs out there for me". This conclusion 
often turns Into panic and depression. 
At this point most people become des- 
perate and will accept Just about any 
Job, rather than getting the one they 
really want.

many frustrated" aha" defeated Job 
seekers Will seek help from professional 
services and will be willing to pay "big 
bucks: for them to do what they believe 
the can not do for themselves. In addi- 
tion to using placement agencies, 
other resources are often used, such as 
Career Planning and Placement ser- 
vices . on college campuses, the 
Department of Employment Security, ' 
Classified Help Wanted ads In newspa- 
pers, computerized Job banks, labor 
and trade unions, professional organi- 
zations, and private head hunting firms. 

In spite of the combined resources 
and efforts of the above, research 
clearly reveals that none of the above 
resources Is usually more, successful 
than 20 percent of the time. That 
means that for every 100 people who 
use these resources, 20 or less actually 
secure employment from this assis- 
tance. If you're part of the 80 percent 
group who does not find them useful, 
where do you then go when all, 
resources have failed? 

That's the bad news. Here's the 
good news. The same research studies 
also Indicate that the best way of 
securing employment Is to seek out 
employers directly by yourself. That Is It, 
put most of your time and energy Into 
contacting employers who have a 
need for you. 

But there's a catch. Don't use the 
"shot gun" approach and send your 
resume and letter to every company 
you think may hire you. That approach 
will not work well for you. Here's a four 
step strategy you should adopt which 
has demonstrated over the years to 
•produce more Job offers and better Job 
offers than the conventional strategy. 

Step 1— Determine Your Career 



Objective 

Before you even start the process of 
Jdbiwritlrig; know what kind of Job you 
want to find. If you do not know what 
you're looking for, how will you know 
where to look for it, and how will 
employers know what you can do for 
them? 

Do hot go Into the Job market With a 
vague or general Idea of what kind of 
position you want. Many people falsely 
believe that their odds will be Improved 
if they do not Indicate a specific career 
objective oh their resume. In their cover . 
letters, or In conversations with compa- 
ny representatives. The more general 
they are, the more positions they.- 
belleve they will be offered. This Is a 
fatal mistake. Do. not ask the employer 
to determine what type of position you 
should be offered, if you are unclear In 
your objective, the employer will be 
unsure of your value, and you will simply 
be passed over in most situations. 

If you are unsure of a career direc- 
tion, seek out professional career guid- 
ance before you start your Job search. 
Know what talent (knowledge and skills) 
you possess, and which occupations 
typically require your talent, 

Step 2— Determine Who Needs You 

Depending upon your talent, your 
next Job Is to Identify those employers 
who have a need for your assistance. 

Specifically, you need to Identify 
employers who typically hire the kind of 
position you would like to secure. There 
are many ways to Identify potential 
employers, too many to go Into detail In 
this article. However, the commercial 
bookstores are loaded with books on 
how to find potential employers. 

Don't worry whether or not these 
employers have any current employ- 
ment openings. Most Job openings are

never advertised. .Therefore, If you only 
seek those with advertised positions, 
you'll be looking at only a fraction of 
the real market. Plus, If you Identify an 
employer at the time an advertisement 
for employment has occurred, you will 
be contacting the employer at the very 
time when the competition will be the 
keenest. You want to get to the 
employer before he or she places a 
public notice for help. This strategy Is 
referred to as finding the "hidden" job 
market. 

Don't concentrate solely on just 
those employers who have , publicly 
stated that they have an employment 
position available. 

Once you have Identified a list of 
potential employers, eliminate those on 
your list who represent the least attrac- 
tive opportunities. 

Note: this Is the point at which most 
job seekers will send out their resumes 
and cover letters. Because they fall to 
complete the next step, they are often 
unable to offer employers the kind of 
Information which Is necessary for an 
employer to conclude that you are the 
right one for the job. 

Stop 3— Determine Why the 
Employer Needs You 

Understand that for the vast majority 
of employers, the decision to hire some- 
one comes down to one simple point. A 
person Is hired because he or she is 
seen as the person best suited to help 
the employer reach Ns or her business 
goals. This connection between the 
employer's need and your talent is crit : 
leal to your job seeking success. 
Understand the connection and you 
can succeed, fall to realize how you 
can help an employer and your appli- 
cation for employment wW usually be 
rejected. 

To understand what an employer 
needs and whether or not they need 
you will require you to do some 
research of each company. You need 
to find out such things as, what are the 
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^KinderCare Teachers? 
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Are YOU a person who has made an intentional choice 
to work with young children? 

Do YOU find satisfaction working with young children 
and investing in their growth? 

Do YOU enjoy using your creativity to its fullest extent? 
Do YOU believe that each child is a unique individual 
with special needs and talents? 

Are YOU a person who believes that children need love 
and encouragement daily? 

Do YOU believe-'LEARNING should be FUN"? 

Are YOU a person who enjoys working in a positive environment? 

Do YOU enjoy being a "Team Player" where the children 

arc the "Winners"?

tives, are there better ways to reach the 
objectives, what are the current obsta- 
cles which exist that are prohibiting 
them from reaching those objectives, 
and most Importantly, what rote does 
the position you want play In reaching 
those objectives. 

The bottom line here Is Ignore the 
more Informed you are concerning the 
employer's needs and how you can 
help him or her satisfy those needs, the 
better chance you have of convincing 
him or her to hire you. 

To gather this Informattoa read any- 
thing and everything you can on the 
company. Call or write and ask for any 
available literature on the company, its 
product or service line, and its mission 
statement. Talk to anyone employed by 
the company or by a similar company. 
Research the company In various publi- 
cations (check out your local public 
and school libraries). Contact the Better 
Business Bureau In the town where the 
company resides for Information. Talk to 
customers who have purchased prod- 
ucts or services from the company. Talk 
to past employees. In short, take on the 
role of a researcher or "private Investi- 
gator" to gather al the Information you 
possibly can on the company. 

After gathering the informattoa you 
will begin to see the "big picture" and 
specifically what they are trying to do. 
Once you recognize their objectives 
and the problems (obstacles) they are 
facing, you can then recognize their 
needs. If you have the talent to satisfy 
their needs, then you are someone they 
are going to be most Interested in 
meeting and hiring. 
-. Without the above Information, you 
may make the fatal mistake of tetlhg 
the employer onry what you need (a 
Job), rather than how you can help him 
or her meet his or her needs. The differ- 
ence between these two points is easy 
to understand, but critical to your suc- 
cess.
